The reporting sergeant was assigned to this investigation on 12 Nov 97 by Capt. Hohm of the 
third watch. The R/S had made several negative attempts to reach complainant and witnesses 
by telephone. A certified letter was sent via mailroom, with delivery dated 21 Nov 97 
(article //6526040.) The complainant arranged for an in person interview with R/S scheduled 
for 28 Nov 97 at her residence. The complainant indicated that the witnesses would also 
be present. On 07 Dec 97 POGlover was informed of the allegations against him, his 
administrative rights and waived his rights to counsel. The accused submitted a written 
report outlining his contact with the complainant and witnesses. PO Glover denies the 
allegations in total. During the interview at the complainant’s home, the witnesses 
£ failed to appear. The interview with the complainant revealed that she had been involved 
| in a traffic accident where she believed that the other vehicle was at fault and because 

3 Officer Glover refused to accept her explanation of her vehicle being positioned on the 

right of the other vehicle involved, she had the right of way. R/S informed the complainant 
that the concept of the vehicle on the right having the right of way applies where there 
is a traffic control device and that the vehicle having first entered the intersection has 
the'right of way in other situations such as this. The complainant was reluctant to 
accept this explanation and by her own admissions indicated to the R/S that the citations 
issued were lawful and correct (Failure to wear a seatbelt and failure to yield right 
of way). The complainant also indicated that she was alone in the vehicle and the 
presence of the witnesses came after she had called them to the scene. Based on the state¬ 
ments of the complainant, the refuting report of Officer Glover, the R/S finds that the 
allegations in the complaint are without merit. Therefore the R/S finds that this complaint 
is UNFOUNDED, in that the allegations that the officer failed to conduct a proper investi¬ 
gation by interviewing the complainant and her sister(who were not present and could not
